land statej had .one of its few admir- 
als. Brown was 
born 
tjune 
19, 


1835 at Rushville, the son of Hon. 
William J. Brown, eminent lawyer, 
member of Congress, secretary .of 
state, and assistant postmaster-gen- 
eral. 


Brown at fourteen entered the Na- 


val Academy as one of the youngest 
men ever admitted. JHis promotion 
was rapid to the rank of lieutenant 
commander in 1856. In 1861 he was 
on Commodore Porter's 
flagship

the Vicksburg forts. ' Brown took 
part in a number of engagements 
during the war. 


While on leave of absence m 1866 


Brown served as the agent of the 
Japanese government. In 1887
